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STORY OF THE OIL LEASES 


WILL HAVE TO BE RETOLD 
TO ANOTHER FEDERAL JORY 


Famous Florentine Choir Touring America 


Juror No. ll, Edward J. Kid- 
well, H as Spilled the Beans 
and Has Made a Sorry 
Mess of One of the Most 
Costly Trials On the Dock­ 
et of the District of Colum 
bia—What He Told To the 
Grand Jury Has Not Been 
Learned, But Enough, that 
His Testimony Is of Doubt­ 
ful Value 


Another 
startling 
chapter in the 
dramatic story of the naval oil leases 
was closed Wednesday with the decla­ 
ration of a mistrial in the hearing of 
criminal conspiracy charges against 
two of the foremost actors in the 
long drama—Albert B. Fall and Har­ 
ry F. Sinclair. 
A grand jury will write new his­ 
tory in its investigation of charges 
of jury tampering before the former 
interior secretary and the multi-mil­ 
lionaire oil operator and sportsman 
come to the bar of justice again for 
a new trial, probably in January. 
Meantime, 
these 
principals 
in a 
celebrated case 
have been 
crowded 
completely out of the spotlight by a 
hitherto obscure young leather work­ 
er, who probably* nRrer has seen his 
name in print before this trial. 
He 
is Edward J. Kidwell, Juror No. ll. 
For fleeting minutes Juror Kidwell 
Wednesday morning sat in the jury 
box pale 
faced and 
trembling, the 
center of a thousand eyes, awaiting 
whatever fate might have in store as 
a result of charges that he had talk­ 
ed freely about the case against the 
orders of the court and had said that 
be expected to soon have an automo­ 
bile “as long as this block.” 
Justice Frederick L. Siddons sin­ 
gled him out to inform him that cer­ 
tain affidavits touching his conduct as 
a juror had been 
presented 
to the 
court and that he could read them. 
That was all from the court for the 
time being, 
and if Justice 
Siddons 
contemplates any contempt proceed­ 
ings he has given 
no indication 
of 
that intention. 
Immediately after Kidwell emerged 
from the grand jury room, A. Mason 
Day, vice president of the Sinclair 
Expioration Co., went in for a third 
time. 
He was out in about ten min­ 
utes and told inquirers that he had 
refused to testify further, standing 
on his constitutional immunity that 
his testimony might tend to incrim­ 
inate him. 
He, too, agreed to return 
to court. 
While these stirring 
events were 
developing at the District of Colum­ 
b a supreme court 
room, Albert 
B. 
Fall issued 
a statement 
from 
his 
apartment at the 
Mayflower 
hotel, 
saying that he was ready for a re­ 
trial immediately and expressing re­ 
gret that the government found this 
impossible. 
“I was prepared to completely re­ 
fute the charges against rn cand I 
entertained no doubt whatever but 
that a verdict of acquittal 
would be 
rendered,” said Fall. 
This 
brought 
a statement 
from 
Owen J. Roberta, of special oil coun­ 
sel, that the 
g o v e rn m e n t also 
was 
ready for a new trial, but that since 
all 
of the witinesses 
had 
been ex­ 
cused and would 
have to 
be again 
summoned, a retrial would be impos­ 
sible before January as it would take 
from six to eight weeks to serve the 
subpoenas. 
Declaration of a mintrial was gen­ 
erally 
expected, 
and consequently 
speculations turned on what Justice 
Siddons would do with Kidwell and 
whether the grand jury would have a 
report ready on the charges of efforts 
to tamper with the jurors. 
Accompanied by Mrs. Fall and his 
daughters, Fall 
was on hand 
early 


and chewing on his little black cigar 
stood in 
a 
corridor 
talking 
with 
friends until 
a few minutes 
before 
court time, IO a. rn. 
Then he went 
into the room where once before a 
jury had 
acquitted 
him 
on a con­ 
spiracy charge. 
Dressed in a natty dark blue suit, 
Sinclair came in jauntily a few mo­ 
ments later, bowed to a friend here 
and there, passed thru the swinging 
gate separating the court jurors, de­ 
fendants and counsel from the spec­ 
tators; stepped ever 
near 
the jury 
box and tossed his light gray slouch 
hat onto a nearby window’ sill, then 
seated himself between his lawyers, 
George P. Hoover and Martin VV. Lit­ 
tleton. 
When the jurors filed 
in, all eyes 
were centered upon Kidwell, a slen­ 
der youngster with a shock of black 
wavy hair and dark eyes. 
His face 
almost matched 
the paleness 
of his 
collar. 
He took his usual place in the front 
row as the jurors were seated. 
In­ 
stantly he turned his eyes on Justice 
Siddons, holding 
them there 
until 
court had adjourned IO minutes later. 
Kidwell held his hands ■ together in 
his lap, his 
whole body 
apparently 
tensed. 
Justice Siddons 
began reading 
a 
paper setting forth briefly the events 
of Wednesday when the charges of 
jury tampering first came into the 
light and then 
calling Kidwell 
by 
name told him 
about affidavits 
in 
which he was named. 
There was a straining forward of 
lawyers, 
reporters 
and spectators 
alike, all waiting to hear what the 
court had to say to the juror. 
Turning from Kidwell, the justice 
resumed his reading saying that coun 
eel for both the government aryl tho 
defense had 
agreed that/ a mistrial 
would be necessary. 
He added that 
the fact that all matters connecting 
with the dramatic eposide had been 
given the widest 
publicity was 
an 
added reason 
for declaring 
a mis­ 
trial. 
Justice Simons then dismsiesd the 
jury and the witness and adjourned 
court. 
The 
jurors literally 
had to 
fight their way from the box. 
They 
made headway’ slowly, but Conrad J. 
Herzog, juror No. 5, made his way to 
Roberts 
and on behalf of 
all those 
save Kidwell, expressed regret at the 
turn events had taken.

out. And it needs to be realized that 
the validity of a non-assessable mu­ 
tual policy is conditional.

always darfger that a so-calFd non­ 
assessable policy may be held in fact 
to be assessable. 
Some Do’g and Don’ts. 
In the purchase of any kind of in­ 
surance the purchaser should deter­ 
mine carefully not only the extent of 
protection promised but also the cer­ 
tainty of protection afforded him by 
the policy.

HAT there is a definite connection 
between the study of music and 
grades made in other subjects would 
seem to be true, according to an inter­ 
esting survey recently made of tile 
high schools in Springfield, Mo. 
Sev­ 
eral interpretations of these findings 
are possible, says the Conn Music Cen­ 
ter in analysing these figures, but all 
of them tend to show that the student 
who studies unific is considerably 
more ahead in his grades than the av­ 
erage for the school body as a whole. 
Four high schools were studied in 
the survey, and tile average grades of 
those in each school who studied 
music were compared with the general 
average for that school. The Increase 
ranged from 2.4 to 3 points on the 
basis of a hundred per cent. 
Taking 
the average of music students for the 
four schools and the general average 
for the four schools, the difference is 
found to be 2.8 points In favor of the 
pupil who wields a bow or blows a 
horn. 
Just what per cent of an Increase 
this represents depends upon the base 
of comparison accepted, But that there 
is an advantageous difference is clear. 
The per cent of students In each school 
who are studying music varied from 


IS to 22 per ccm, and It is v orth not­ 
ing In this connection that the 18 per 
cent were found in tin- school drawing 
from the wealthier section of the city 
While the poorest children were in tho 
school having over one fifth, or 21 per 
cent, at Work on some magical instru­ 
ment.

twenty-five lier cent for the other 
ninety per cent of the students. 
And 
this is not the record of one year, but 
Hie average of thirty successive years.” 
In the selection of hand and orches­ 
tra Instruments, the violin held first 
place, being used by 47 per cent of tile 
pupils; cornet, second, with 25 per 
rent, and tile clarinet and saxophone 
following wit ii 17 and ll per cent, re­ 
spectively.
